Our  weaknesses  in  our  various  subjects  come  to 
light  as  we  study  for  bur  tests  by  reviewing,  cramming,  or 
whatever  our  method  may  be.  We  realize  that  there  is  much 
that  we  have  failed  to  learn ;  but  we  also  realize  that  we  have 
gained  some  knowledge  in  the  various  fields  of  college  work. 
Some  of  it  will  remain  with  us  for  a  few  weeks,  some  of  it,  a 
few  months,  and  probably  some  of  it  will  be  with  us  for 
many  years. 

We  hope  that  we  have  taken  something  from  our  college 
education  that  will  be  really  profitable  to  us.  Certainly  this 
is  the  thing  that  will  stick  with  us  throughout  our  lives. 
Whether  we  have  taken  our  education  from  the  classroom, 
the  athletic  field,  the  choir  stands,  the  dining  hall,  the  chapel, 
the  theater,  or  our  dormitories — that  is  of  little  importance. 
It  is  all  a  part  of  our  college  experience. 

We  do  not  have  to  take  semester  examinations  to  see 
how  well  we  have  learned  some  things.  The  significant  tests 
will  come  in  the  future  when  we  have  occasion  to  use  what 
we  have  learned  in  our  .relations  with  our  fellowmen.  We 
shall  not  be  able  to  cram  then !  Let  us  all  strive  to  pass  those 
“examinations”  with  flying  colors !  L.  E.  R. 
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Survey  Results 

Recently  a  survey  of  religious 
practices  in  the  home  was  under- , 
taken  by  certain  students  cf  this 
college.  This  writer  feels  that  the 
lesults  are  interesting  and  valu¬ 
able  enough  to  warrant  calling  at¬ 
tention  to  them.  It  should  be 
pointed  out  that  this  poll  was 
taken  in  a  small  midwestern  com¬ 
munity  and  reached  a  good  cross 
section  of  the  populace.  More  than 
90;:  of  the  questioned  asserted 
that  they  were  members  of  a 
church,  but  only  70%  of  them  at¬ 
tended  church  every  Sunday.  In¬ 
dicating  that  the  church  has  failed 
in  this  field,  only  14%  attended 
Adult  Bible  classes,  but  it  was 
cheering  to  find  that  all  who  were 
questioned  claimed  to  use  their 
Bible  regularly.  More  than  half  of 
those  asked,  replied  that  they  read 
a  church  magazine  while  the  aver¬ 
age  read  two  religious  books  per 
year.  On  the  whole  this  report  in¬ 
dicates  the  use  of  religious  litera¬ 
ture  in  the  home  for  devotions  to 
be  greater  than  is  usually  believed 
with  60%  taking  part  in  family 
devotions.  It  is  hoped  that  readers 
of  this  column  who  are  pre-theo- 
logical  students  will  take  note  of 
the  great  opportunities  in  inter¬ 
viewing.  The  future  pastor  can 
well  make  use  of  this  system  when 
he  is  in  the  ministry.

It  is  hoped  that  these  articles  have 
kept  my  readers  aware  of  present 
trends  and  that  they  have  been  of 
value.

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Several  changes  are  being  made 
in  the  offerings  of  the  Music 
Department  for  next  year.  Follow¬ 
ing  is  a  preview  of  these  changes 
which  will  appear  in  the  1946-47 
catalog. 

An  Introductory  Course 
A  new  course,  “Introduction  to 
Music’’,  will  be  offered  to  students 
for  preparation  in  music  study 
of  college  caliber.  The  contents  of 
the  course  are  divided  on  a  three¬ 
fold  basis:  a  study  of  Music 
Theory,  class  instruction  in  Piano, 
and  class  instruction  in  Voice  and 
Sight  Singing.  The  class  will  meet 
twice  a  week  yielding  one  hour 
credit  per  semester. 

Additional  Curricula  for  Music 
Majors 

Majors  will  now  also  be  offered  ( 
in  Music  Theory  and  in  Applied 
Music  besides  the  present  major 
in  Music  Education.  A  total  of  40 
semester  hours  in  music  will  be 
required  for  a  major  in  either 
course. 

Course  in  Sacred  Music 
The  current  school  year  has 
seen  the  introduction  of  two  new 
courses  in  the  field  of  church 
music:  Hymnology,  and  The  Lu¬ 
theran  Chorale.  Next  year  will 
see  two  additional  courses  intro¬ 
duced:  The  Music  of  the  Liturgies, 
and  History  of  Church  Music. 
Thereafter,  the  rotation  of  these 
four  courses,  offering  two  each 
year,  will  be  continued. 

Other  Changes 

Freshmen  and  music  majors 
will  hereafter  be  allowed  credit 
for  participation  in  Band  and 
Choir.  One-half  hour  credit  per 
semester  will  be  given  for  class 
instruction  in  Voice. 
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On  the  whole,  the  Booster  Ban¬ 
quet  at  Dubuque  was  a  rousing 
success.  The  Alumni  of  Wartburg 
came  through  and  showed  what 
the  school  apparently  means  to 
them.

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Dubuque  Booster  Banquet  Boosts 
Wartburg  In  Big  Way 


Two-hundred  and  seventy  loyal*- 
alumni  and  friends  of  Wartburg 
College  were  present  at  the  Boos¬ 
ter  Banquet  of  the  Dubuque  Alum¬ 
ni  Chapter  in  the  dining  hall  of 
Wartburg  Seminary  in  Dubuque 
on  Thursday  evening,  May  10. 
During  the  four-and-one-half 
hour  session  those  present  contri¬ 
buted  enough  money  to  purchase 
a  station  wagon  for  use  here  at 
Wartburg.  The  total  cash  contri¬ 
buted  was  $1,324.00  and  substan¬ 
tial  pledges  have  come  in  since 
from  chapter  members  who  were 
unable  to  be  present. 

The  banquet  began  at  7:00  with 
the  official  “go”  signal  from  act¬ 
ing-chapter-president,  Paul  Kell¬ 
er.  Pastor  Wm.  Streng  was  in¬ 
troduced  as  toastmaster  and  com¬ 
manded  the  attention  of  the  group 
for  the  rest  of  the  evening.  The 
first  speaker  was  Pastor  H.  Adix, 
Alumni  Association  President, 
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who  welcomed  the  alumni  and 
friends.  Dr.  Bodensieck,  president 
of  the  Seminary,  extended  a  wel¬ 
come  from  the  faculty  and  student 
body,  and  in  one  of  the  finen  ad¬ 
dresses  of  the  evening,  likened 
Wartburg  College  to  the  childless, 
homeless  woman  who  was  told  to 
begin  to  build  her  tent,  for  she 
was  to  become  the  mother 
many.  “Just  as  she  was  told 
build  a  large  house,  as  she  would 
have  so  many  children  she  would 
not  have  room  for  them,  so  Wart¬ 
burg  should  "build  a  large  struc¬ 
ture  to  make  room  for  the  man> 
children  she  will  have." 

Pres.  Becker,  Wartburg’s  offi¬ 
cial  representative,  told  the  group 
that  tire  crisis  in  the  history  of 
Wartburg  is  past.  He  pointed  to 
the  10  to  1  increase  in  advance 
applications  over  last  year  an 
the  goal  for  1948  at  500  students 
and  North  Central  Accreditation. 
He  also  pointed  out  that  Wart- 
burg’s  faculty  was  ranked  in  the 
75th  percentile  of  all  North  Cen¬ 
tral  faculties  by  the  Neale  report. 
Dean  Roselius  also  spoke  for 
Wartburg  .and  emphasized  the 
Christian  aims  of  the  college.  Lois 
Landdeck  sang  two  selections,  and 
Herbert  Richmann  played 
piano  selections  as  the  mu 
part  of  the  program.  Also  provid¬ 
ing  music  was  a  string  ensemble 
from  Dubuque. 

The  main  speaker  of  the  e 
ing  was  Dr.  Wm.  Sodt,  First  Vice- 
President  of  the  ALC.  He  said 
that  in  the  building  of  the  Greater 
Wartburg,  the  usual  ingredients, 
plus  a  good  amount  of  Christian 
personality,  are  needed.
